Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 1 ) removal of "supply and demand for each user depending on" was 
suggested by Mr Kim and Lazar. Examiner agrees that would remove the 35 USC 112 ,1st and 2nd paragraphs 
issues as indicated in the Office Action (OA) mailed 04/05/2007 at page 3, paragraph. 9 

2) Applicants take issue with the last OA not addressing the alternative branch of the "providing" step as set forth in 
the OA at page 5. The Examiner suggests to either put the arguments on that issue in the Response or to call back 
for another interview where the Primary Examiner, Mr. Champagne would be present. Examiner Le does not agree the 
argument presented at the interview was persuasive.
